Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
has considered the amendment and response filed January 22, 2008. In light of said 
amendment, the examiner has withdrawn the rejection(s) of record under 35 U.S.C. 
103. The terminal disclaimer filed with said amendment has been entered and has 
obviated the obviousness-type double patenting rejection of record. The closest prior 
art of record, Drewes et al, requires the presence of dimethylsulfoxide (DMSO) as 
solvent. The instant claims recite the use of a liquid amide or liquid urea as solvent and 
preclude solvents such as DMSO. Therefore, Drewes et al does not render the instant 
claims prima facie obvious; as such, the instant claims are allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
